The electorate should do more thinking over the 
selection it is going to mike to-morrow than it usually 
has had to do, if it has not done so already. It esn 
not afford to take chances, as it has taken them more 
than once, regarding the conduct of its civic business, 
since the issues involved are too important, and the 
problems ahead are too formidable, to be considered 
lightly. j 

Those problems need experienced and resolute 
treatment; they can not be solved by campaign catch¬ 
words, slogans, and sail-trimming. If they are not 
solved the consequences msy be catastrophic. It 
would be just as foolish to entrust the navigation of 
a ship in n storm to a passenger who never had been 
on a bridge as to hand over the administration of the 
city's business in times like these to people, who, how¬ 
ever well-intentioned, know little or nothing of civic 
matters. 

Candidates who glibly declare that if they ere 
elected there will be no increase of taxation, that they 
will effect such economies as will keep the rate where 
it is, are talking through their hits. No matter what 
economies are effected there is bound to be an in¬ 
crease of taxation, and careless axe-wielding might 
leave tbe city less able to beer any tax increase than 
] fc it now. If, for example, Victoria abandoned its 
efforts to attract tourist travel here, while Vancouver 
and Seattle continued their activities on a greater scale 
than ever, tbe loss of business which will be diverted 
to those cities would be disastrous. We simply would 
not be able to afford that loss. Mr. Leeming should 
not have to defend tbe policy, which has been success¬ 
fully operated by this community for thirty years, of 
bringing people to Victoria by this means. If that 
policy is discontinued, just as surely as the sun shines 
the entire economic structure of the city will suffer, 
and Victoria will bitterly rue it Tbe tourist business 
is our only meal-ticket for some months et least.

YV Fascism in Germany may say about Hitler 
and his followers, one fact stands out clearly, and it 
it that die party is gaming ground. At the elections 
last year it increased its membership in the Reichstag 
from twelve to 107, and it is now the party with the 
second largest following in that chamber. Since then 
it has gamed notable successes m various municipal, 
district and state elections, all of which naturally has 
■uprated if not alarmed the government. 

New developments have been marked by the in¬ 
quiry of Hitler as to his reported intention of a march 
on Berlin similar to that carried out by Mussolini 
and his black-shirts in tha fall of 1922. Ha laughed 
at the idea whan questioned about it. contenting him¬ 
self with the calm assurance that there would be 
no need to seize tha real of office by force, since. 
m his opinion, the other parties in Germany are fast 
dying of political starvation. He does not think it 
wd] be las* before hie party obtains control of the 
Reichstag.
